[THRE Dublin Wireless and Gramaphone 

Exhibition will open its doors to the 
public to-day. The show will be officially 
opened at 7.30 this evening by Mr. Gerald 
Boland, Minister for Posts and 'Tele- 
graphs. The Minister's speech will be 
broadcast from the Dublin, Athlone and 


Cork stations, so that listeners who are 
unable to attend the show in person will, 


at least, have an opportunity of hearing } 


what Mr. Boland has to say about the 
service over Which he has control. It 
will, I think, be the first occasion that 
Mr. Boland has made a public declaration 
concerning broadcasting outside the Dail 
Chamber. But what will the Minister tell 
us? For many years we have listened to 
opening speeches at radio exhibitions, and, 
if the truth be told, few of these speeches 
made our hearts beat the faster, or our 
imaginations travel quicker than a walk. 
This vear, however, we expect something : 
We know that the Minister has been con- 
sidering the whole question of broadcasting 
for some time, and that the announcement 
of the personnel of the new Advisory Com- 
mittee can be expected at any moment. 
We know these things, and we can, there- 
org be excused if we look forward to to- 

ight’s speeches with more than the usual] 
interest. 


WHAT YOU WILL SEE. 


O doubt, a number of my readers have 
already seen many of the new 
season's models. But there are more to 
come...» To my own personal know- 
‘ledge, not more than three or four of those 
exhibiting have, up to a few days ago, 
received a consignment of their new range 
of models. Deliveries have, so far as this 
country is concerned, been ‘equally as bad 
as in previous years! But I do not 
anticipate that any one of the exhibitors 
will be short of apparatus when th: actual! 
moment arrives. 

The sets shown will be either British or 
American: So far as Í am aware, not one 
single Continental radio manufacturer will 
be represented at the Mansion House.

But what will we behold when we take 
a tour of the Mansion House? You will 
find that the super-het. is the set of the 
season. Not. the fearsome super-heterodyne 
receiver that made its appearance six or 
more years ago, and broke the hearts of 
more amateurs than J can imagine; no, 
it is not that receiver that has come back. 
The 1933-'34 super-het.—at least, the most 
popular types—possesses‘ no more than 
four or five valves. This naturally means 
that the first cost of the set is not 
exorbitant, and that its eventual main- 
tenance fee’ not cost the owner much 
worry. The new super-heterodvne receiver 
has been made possible through improved 
coil and valve design, and; as the average 
good-quality model is a remarkably selec-

And, if the need for such a set 
éxisis, it is right and proper that the 
need should be filled. The price of these 
cheap two and three-valve battery sets 
varies. - But we can always be sure of 
getting good value for our money if we 
are prepared to spend six or eight pounds. 
Such cheap sets will not receive every 
European station, and if any salesman 
tells you that thev will, just don’t believe. 
him! ‘They will, however, receive several 
B.B.C. and Continental stations, and, if 
the resultant reproduction is not actually 
true, it is, at least, better than that given 
by a set costing three times the money a 
few years ago. \ 

For a few pounds more we jump a big 
gap. We get to the set. that can do really 
big things. Twenty pounds or thereabouts 
will buy us a super-het. with moving-coil 
speaker, and we can rest assured that 
reception can compare favourably with 
sets costing twice as much money in 
previous years. 


GABINET DESIGN, 


HF tendency in cabinet design this 
season is towards the horizontal 
type. A number of sets in this design are 
also transportable, and one famous receiver 
incorporates two speakers. The quality of 
reproduction in this last- mentioned instru- 
ment is very fine, and, while the effect is 
‘not actually stereophonic, there is a 
| decided “ ‘liveliness ” about the music and 
speech we hear from it. The popular 
“kit ” sets of other years are not so much. 
in evidence. Several of the best-known 
manufacturers have, of course, included 
kits in their range this season; but, in 
some cases, it appears to have been done 
as a side-line rather than as a feature. 
There are. though. a few kits which must 
be seen. So far as design and operation are 
i concerned, they are very good, Here, too, 
we find prices lower. Valve construction 
has, I think—probably more than the 
construction of any other component, part 
of a radio receiver—undergone some re- 
markable changes. Neatly every valve 
manufacturer has new type valves this 
season. From the spectacular point of 
view, the ‘‘ Catkin’’ valves, marketed by 
Marconi-Osram, are the most interesting. 
These valyes are constructed with “an 
electrode design entirely new to receiving 
valve manufacture. The makers claim a 
greater consistency beiween individual 
valves of the same type, and that each 
valve can be relied upon to conform closely 
to the published curve. They also claim— 
and, to my own personal knowledge, 
the claim can bé upheld—that there 
is no change in the characteristic 
of the valve after rough handling.

There are numerous other advantages 
claimed for the valve, and if you have

QUESTION OF THE PENSION 
FUND. 

Speaking at a meeting of the Federation of 
Irish “AN i and Road Workers, held at 41 
Parnell square, Dublin yesterday, Mr. J. P. 
Cullen reported that the membership is now 
in the neighbourhood of 800; that the Union 
has now a sgk fund, and that a pension 
fund, which has been examined by experts, 
has been established. fle mentioned that the 
pension fund was established on the basis of 
a membership of 1,000 or upwards, and would 
come into operation immediately that the 
thousand mark was reached. 

He said that tte Union aimed at wiping 
weather-cock trade union leaders off the map 
and that it intended to abolish secret nego- 
tiations. Under the rules any negotiations 
which would tak2 pla » under the auspices of 
the Federation would be carried out in the 
presence of two membors of the rank and file 
from the grade concerned in the question 
under discussion. 

Mr. J. Rafferty referred to the question of 
a family wage and advocated the setting up 
of a study circle to educate the members 
upon questions of social science. He added 
that they would mak> the weapon of strikes 
secondary to the enforvement of Christian 
principles in everyday life. In saying this 
they were not hypocrites, but persons who 
wanted to see in operation ideas to which the 
world gave lip-service. 

Mr. J. Dooley appealed to those workers 
who were holding cards in the new Union 
and also in the Union which had been 
operating originally to put their trust only in 
the new organisation.

The annual cost 
of maintenance was estimated at £525, and 


the annual charge to repay the cost of the 
scheme at 55 per cent. tor 55 years was 
£1,479 10s. 9d. Without free grants the 
total annual charge to the occupiers was 
£2,004 10s. 9d. The letter asked if the 
Council were prepared te increase their con- 
tribution from 34 to 36 1-3 per cent., the 
sum that they would require to borrow bejng 
£8,302 3s. ód. at the annual charge of 
£537 lls. 4d. for 55 years. 

The scheme was supported by a deputation 
from the Irish Labour Party and the 
councillors from the area,

French Broadcasting. 


Hitherto the most elaborate of Europe s 
State-controlled broadcasting systems has 
been that which is administered by the 
British Broadcasting Corporation. Now 
France intends to have a ‘B.B.C.” 
of her own. The first important 
step towards the creation of the most 
powerful wireless system in Europe will be 
taken next November, when the station 
Radio-Paris, which at present is a private 
company, will come under national control, 
and will have its strength increased from 
79 kilowatts to 150 kilowatts. Already the 
State owns P.T.T. Paris, whose power will 
be increased from eight to 120 kilowatts: 
and it proposes to acquire the Eiffel Tower 
Station. In addition, twelve powerful 
regional stations throughout the country 
will be included in the system, with 
strengths varying between 60 and 120 kilo- 
watts. The scheme, it is calculated, will 
cost about £10,000,000, and this sum will

menetary aims, and it is regarded as 
unlikely that any permanent monetary 
policy will be evolved within thirty days; 
but some pointers may be afforded to 
business men. The United States’ Treasury 
is opposed to any inflation until the 
national recovery plan has made greater 
progress, but the refusal of the White 
House authorities to discuss monetary 
questions in face of increasing sentiment 
among members of Congress in favour of 
inflation has resulted in persistent demands 
from bankers and business leaders for a 
definition of the policy.

FRONT TEETH TO DECIDE. 


The Customs authorities of the Free 
State and Great Britain have come to an 
arrangement by which the age of Irish 
cattle imported at Liverpool and elsewhere 
in Great Britain shall be determined by 
their front teeth instead of their back 
teeth, for the purposes of fixing the 
amount of tariff duty to be paid per 
animal, Complaints have been made that 


over-payments were exacted by the 
Customs on the other side, owing to a 
wrong method of assessment. Hitherto 


the Customs officials have been fixing the 
amount payable on the age of animals as 
disclosed by the molar or back teeth, but 
in future it has been arranged that the 
assessment shall be made by the incisor or 
front teeth. | 

An arrangement has been made, or is 
contemplated, by which all animals 
examined will have the duty fixed before 
being shipped from the Free State. The 
new arrangement means a reduction from 
£6 to £4 in the duty on two-teeth cattle. 
and that the duty of £6 would apply only 
in the case of cattle with full mouths. A 
considerable saving to exporters will result 
by the new arrangement.

A 
position has been reached where the Chan- 
cellor must make up his mind which 
course he is taking.’’
